Actress and author F ann ie Flagg, 
the late actress Tallulah Bankhead, and 
philanthropists Mr. and Mrs. Win ton 
Blount will be the first individuals to he 
inducted into the Alabama Stage and 
Screen Hall of Fame. This gala 
evening will be held on Saturday, April 
24, at the Bean-Brown Theatre and is 
sponsored by Shelton State and Theatre 
Tuscaloosa. 

Fannie Flagg, a native of Irondale. 
has been an actress, television host, 
comedian, screenwriter, and book 
author. Best known as ihe author of 
Fried Green Tomatoes at the Whistle 
Stop Cafe, \ agg was nominated for an 
Academy Award for her screenplay 
which starred Jessica Tandy and Kathv 
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Bates. Ms. 1 lagg has appeared on the 
Birmingham Stage, and her most recent 
book. Welcome to the World Baby 
Girl, has appeared on the New York 
Times Best-Seller List.

Tallulah Bankhead was born in 1 902 * 
or 1 903 (depending on the source) - 
and first gained attention when at the 
age of 1 5 she entered her photograph in 
a movie magazine contest. Her first 
major Broadway success was in 1939 
as Regina in The Little Foxes. Her 
portrayal gained her the New York 
Drama Critics Circle Award for Best 
Performance. In 1944 Alfred 
Hitchcock cast her as journalist and 
cynic Constance Porter in Lifeboat . the 
performance widely acknowledged as 
her best on film. Tallulah Bankhead 
died of pneumonia in 1968. 

Mr. and Mrs. Blount of 
Montgomery are recognized primarily 
for their gift ol the Carolyn Blount 
Theatre, home of the Alabama 
Shakespeare Festival. They also 
established the Winlon M. Blount 
Cultural Park which has grown to 
include the Montgomery Museum of 
Fine Arts and over 300 acres of 
landscaped gardens.
